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EmblemHealth Preferred Premier Dental Plan
Effective January 1, 2022
•	Annual maximum benefit increases to $3,000.  

The annual maximum benefit was previously $2,300.

•	Maximum lifetime orthodontic benefit per covered dependent increases to $3,000.  
The maximum lifetime orthodontic benefit was previously $1,998.

•	All composite (white) fillings are now covered.

•	Dental implants are now covered, subject to a $600 limitation per implant.

Effective January 1, 2022
•	Ultra/Digital progressive lenses  

from participating providers are now 
covered, subject to a $90 copayment.

•	Contact lens wearers are now eligible 
for one exam per year, provided their 
last contact lens purchase was covered 
by the Vision Plan. This does not apply 
to enrollees who received eyeglasses  
or an exam only during their 24-month 
eligibility cycle.
